(2 A certain number of persons, 
hiefly infants, estimated variously 
from one to ten per cent of all cases, 
receive the infection from the milk 
o f tuberculous cows. 
(3 )A very few others may pos­ 
sibly obtain the infection from the 
urine and fecal discharges of con­ 


sumptive" or from the pus joints or 
other parts o f the body which are 
the seat of ulcerating tuberculosi".

In a few extremely rare in­ 


s t a n c e s the

conveyed 
through the blood of the mother to 
an unborn child, hut the offspring 
seldom survive long.

cent of the population may show the 
presence of the germs, though not 
that many may be sick with tuber­ 
cu lo sis 
In view, however, of the 
fa ct that these germs may lay quiet 
in the body of the child fo r y e a r s , 
until with unfavorable surroundings 


h i s resistance is lowered, causing 
the disease to develop, it is extreme­ 
ly important that fathers and moth­ 
ers do everything 
p o s s i b l e to keep 
their children from danger o f infec­ 
tion in their earlier ye a rs. 
Everything should be done at home 
to keep the child rugged and healthy. 
The father and mother, whether they 
have tuberculosis or not, should be 
serupulosly careful in their habits 
o f spitting and person hygiene. 
The 
working father owes it not only to 
his own health, but to that of his 
children to avoid tuberculosis in ev­ 


ery possible way.

can not accept the suggestion of the 
imperial German 
government 
that 
certain vessels he designated and 
agreed upon which shall be tree on

illegally proscribed. 
The very agreement would bv impli­ 
cation subject other vessels to ille­ 
gal attack and would be a curtail­ 
ment and therefore an abandonment 
of the principles for which this gov­ 
ernment contend' and which in times 
of 
calmer 
counsels 
every 
nation 
would concede as of course. 
That ought to be 
plain 
enough.

Elevator Men Suffering Considerable 


Loss This Year Because of Un- 


favorable Weather. 


TRY TO DRY IT IN THE BIN 


Causes Loss of at Least Five Cents 


on Bushel—Many Threshed 


Grain When it Was Wet. 


Grain and elevator men here are 


confronted with the serious problem 
of dam]) wheat here this year to a 
greater extent than in many years. 
The elevator 
men have to 
take 


wheat contracted for earlier jn the 
season, but in many cases they are 
losing as high as five cents on the 
bushel drying the grain so that it 
will .be acceptable on the market. 


The wet grain is due to the great 


amount of, moisture during the har- 
vest season. 
Its a rare shock of 


wheat that did not get a drenching 
this year before it was sent through 
the threshing machine to be separa- 
ted from the grain. 
The rain is not 


costing the farmers as much as the 
elevator men. 


Many of the grain dealers con- 


tracted for wheat at a 
dollar 
a 


bushel. Some farmers attempted to 
let their grain dry out before they 
threshed it, but others, rather than 
take a chance on drying the grain, 
threshed it anyway, causing much 
wet grain to be thrown on, the mar- 
ke!. 


Elevator men can not deliver wet 


wheat and expect to get the market 
price. They have to dry it out first. 
One dealer said this morning that 
approximatelf half of the wheat in 
his elevator right now was moist. 
This necessitates a night 
shift 
of 


men and added expense for power. 


Some 
local 
elevator men 
had 


planned not to bundle diunp wheat, 


t>ut when competitors accepted it in 
any condition, it was up to them to 
take it also or lose wheat they had 
iroiitracted for. 
They say that it is 


nlmost impossible to dry wiieat thor- 
oughly in the bin! 


The grain that is arriving on the 


market now is all that remains of 
what was predicted as a "bumper" 
wheat crop. 
In the early stages of 


its growth, the crop had all the ear- 
marks of one of the best crops in 
'he history of Rush county. 
The 


onditions last winter were ideal, ac- 
cording to farmers, and the spring 
weather eould not have been much 
letter. But the rains came while the 
grain was in the shock and farmers 
istened to the arguments of thresh- 
ers—who are hurried to get the crop 
off their hands. The result is it has 
)een threshed and much of it is in 
poor condition. 


There arc a few good fields being 


reported, however, and 
some good 


yields are known to have been made. 
)ne crop completed today averaged 
wenty-six bushels to the acre of 
sixty-pound wheat. 


Much of the wheat has not been 


hreshed. 
The crop is way behind 


>ecaiise of the damp weather. Rains 
lalted the final development of some 
of the fields. In some fields it was 
almost inipossibe to enter until this 
week on account of the mucky con- 
lition of the ground.

ing such proof required by the board 
uritler the lavj, is so cumbersome that 
the clause is pratieally negligible and 
it 'becoines'almosf imperative "for the 
employers to take out compensation 
insurance. 
This is the opinion of 


local representatives of 
insurance 


companies empowered to do compen- 
sation business, and it is also the 
opinion of many other people. 


The law becomes effective the first 


of September and for that reason 
employers are giving the law con- 
siderable study. 


Attention was called today to sec- 


tion ten of the first part of the law, 
classified, as "Hurts and Remedies," 
which says: 


"Every employer who elects not 


:o operate under this act sha\l not 
in any suit at law by an empolye to 
recover damages for personal injury 
or death by accident be permitted to 
defend any such suit at law upon 
iny one or all of the 
following 


grounds: (a) that the employe was 
negligent; (b) that the injury was 
caused by the negligence of a fel- 
ow employe; (c) that the employe 
had assumed the risk of the injury." 


Representatives of insurance com- 


panies assert that this section makes 
t imperative that employes take ad- 
vantage of the law, otherwise they 
will be left with no denfeiise in case 
of accident befalling one of the em- 
>loyes. .

for a reply. It leaves the way open, 
however, for an answer from Ger- 
many disavowing the sinking of the 
Lusitania 
and offering reparation, 


submitting assurances as to the fu- 
ture actions of her naval officers and 
even asking directly for mediation 
by the United States between the 
German and British governments on 
the general subject of warfare on the 
seas. 


The use in the note of the phrase 


"deliberately 
unfriendly" is viewed 


here as expressing the final word of 
the United 
States government re- 


garding Germany.'s submarine war- 
fare.. The United States; does not 
abate"in any"respect, but Iia:ther:m6re~- • 
strongly insists on the demands made 
in previous notes that. Germany ac- 
quiesce in its views that the rules of 
international law and humanity be 
obeyed in her naval warfare. 


The United States government can 


not believe, the note says, that "the 
imperial government will longer re- 
frain from disavowing

open" or ulcerated tubercles in;the 
lungs.

(2 A certain number o£ persons 


chiefly infants, estimated variously 
from one to ten per cent of all cases, 
receive the infection from the milk 
of tuberculous cows. 


(3)A very few others may pos- 


sibly obtain the infection from thi 
'urine and fecal discharges of con- 
sumptives or from, the pus" joints or 
other parts of the body which an 
the seat of ulcerating tuberculosis. 


(4) In a few extremely rare in 


stances the 
infection is 
eonveyec 


through the blood of the mother tc 
an nnborn child, but the offsprin 
seldom survive long. 


(5) No infection can be conveyec 


•from tuberculosis of the "closed" o 
riori'ulcerfited :varity; or after ulcera 
Sons are completely healed. 


With regard to the manner of in 


fection, still bearing in mind, tha 
tuberculosis must be communicate 
from one person to another, we fine 
that'by far the most frequent modi 
of infection • is by inhalation; thi 
second 
is by swallowing, and thi 


least common, by inoculation of a 
wound 
or abrasion. Considerin 


each of these modes of infection i 
rlittle more carefully, we learn that: 


(1) The baccilli are inhaled mos 


often in dust. The dust is most often 
contaminated by careless spitting 
but the germs may also be given ou 
m the act of counghing 
(with 


mouth

sneezing, loud talking, singing

of cuts, .scratches or abrasions is 
not frequently observed. , 


While no age,' race or class 


immune' against infection from tub- 
erculosis, children are more suscep- 
tible than anyone eJse. At the age 
of 15, frequently as high as-75-per 
cent of the population may show the 
presence of-the germs> though noi 
that many may be sick with tuber- 
culosis. 
In view, however, of the 


fact that these.germs may lay quie 
in the body of the ^child for,years 
until with unfavorable surroundings 
his resistance is lowered, causing 
the disease to-develop,'it is extreme- 
ly important that fathers and moth 
ers do everything possible to fceej 
their children from danger of infec- 
tion injheir earlier years. 


Everything should be done at home 


to keep the child rugged and healthy 
.The father and mother, whether thej 
have tuberculosis or not, should be 
scrupulosly careful in their habits 
of spitting and person hygiene. Thi 
working father owes it not only to 
his own Health, but to that of his 
ehJl<Lrenu,to avoid tuberculosis in ev- 
ery possible way.

exported from Germany to America 
via Holland. 
When war broke out 


a Berlin Syndicate which bought the 
bulk of West African diamonds had 
in stock a million and a Half carats. 
These have been cut at low rates by 
Taftsmen in Belgium and disposed 
of almost 
wholly to the United 


States. 


Less than a year ago the syndi- 


cate that controls the output of the 
3e Beers and Jagersfontein African 
miners had a stock of four million 
cnrots. Since war was declared the 
mines have been idle but the syndi- 
cate has not. It lias exported the 
greater part of its stock to the Uni- 
,ecl States. 


Practically all diamond mines in 


Africa have closed down, their en- 
gineerinc; staffs have been disabled 
and their native laborers discharged. 


Experts agree that there will be 


a marked shortage of diamonds af- 
:er the war except in America.
